CHAPTER I 

PRELIMINARY 
1. (1) This Act may be called the Juvenile Justice Act, 1986 .

(a) “ begging" means— 

(1) soliciting or receiving alms in a public place or entering 
into any private premises for the purpose of soliciting or receiving 
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alms, whether under the pretence of singing, dancing, fortune 
touing , periorming tricks or selling aricles or otherwise ; 

( 12 ) exposing or exhibiting , with the object of obtaining 
or extorting alms, any sore, wound , injury , deformity or disease , 
whether of himself or of any other person or of an animal;

(6 ) " Board ” means a Juvenile Welfare Board constituted under 
Eection 4 ;

( d ) " competent authority " means, in relation to neglected 
Juveniles, a board and, in relation to delinquent juveniles, a Juvenile 
Court and where no such Board or Juvenile Court has been constitu 
ted , includes any Court empowered under sub - section ( 2 ) of section 7 
to exercise the powers conferred on a Board or Juvenue Court ; 

( 8 ) " delinquent juvenile" means a juvenile who has been found 
to have committed an offence ; 

(f) " fit person " or " fit institution " means any person or institu 
tion (not being a police station or jail) found fit by the competent 
authority to receive and take care of a juvenile entrusted to his or 
its care and protection on the terms and conditions specified by the 
competent authority ; 

(g ) " guardian " in relation to a juvenile, includes any person 
who , in the opinion of the competent authority , having cognizance of 
any proceeding in relation to a juvenile, has , for the time being , the 
actual charge of, or control over, that juvenile ; 

(h ) " juvenile” means a boy who has not attained the age of 
sixteen years or a girl who has not attained the age of eighteen 
years , 

(i) " Juvenile Court " means a Court constituted under section 5 , 

(1 ) " juvenile home" means an institution established or certified 
by the State Government under section 9 as a juvenile home; 

(k ) " narcotic drug " and " psychotropic substance " shall have 
the meanings respectively assigned to them in the Narcotic Drugs 
and Psychotropic Substances Act, 1985 ; 
(1) " neglected juvenile " means a Juvenile who 

(1) is found begging ; or 

(ii) is found without having any home or settled place of 
abode and without any ostensible means of subsistence and is 
destitute ; 

( tti ) has a parent or guardian who is unfit or incapacitated 
to exercise control over the juvenile ; or 

( iv ) lives in a brothel or with a prostitute or frequently goes 
to any place used for the purpose of prostitution , or is found to

associate with any prostitute or any other person who leads an 
immoral, drunken or depraved life; 

( v ) who is being or is likely to be abused or exploited for 
immoral or illegal purposes or unconscionable gain ; 

( m ) " observation home" means any institution or place establish 
ed or recognised by the State Government under section 11 as an 
observation home; 

(n ) " offence" means an offence punishable under any law for 
the time being in force ; 

(o ) " place of safety " means any place or instituţion (not being 
a police station or jail) , the person in charge of which is willing tem 
porarily to receive and take care of a juvenile and which in the 
opinion of the competent authority may be a place of safety for the 
juvenile ; 

(p ) " prescribed " means prescribed by rules made under this 
Act; 

(q ) " probation officer " means an oficer appointed as a probation 
officer under this Act or under the Probation of Offenders Act, 1958 ; 

(r ) " special home" means an institution established or certified 
by the State Government under section 10 ; 

(s ) " supervision " , in relation to a juvenile placed under the care 
of any parent, guardian or other fit person or fit institution under 
this Act,means the supervision of that juvenile by a probation nfficer 
for the purpose of ensuring that the juvenile is properly looked after 
and that the conditions imposed by the competent authority are com 
plied with ; 

(i) all words and expressions used but not defined in this Act 
and defined in the Code of Criminal Procedure , 1973 , shall have the 
meanings respectively assigned to them in that Code.

3 . Where an inquiry has been initiated against a juvenile and during 
the course of such inquiry the juvenile ceases to be such , then , notwith 
standing anything contained in this Act or in any other law for the time 
being in force, the inquiry may be continued and orders may be made in 
respect of such person as if such person had continued to be a juvenile .

CHAPTER II 


COMPETENT AUTHORITIES AND INSTTTUTIONS FOR JUVENILES 


4 . ( 1) The State Government may , by notification in the Official Juvenilo 
Gazette, constitute for any area specified in the notification , one or more

(3 ) The Board shall function as a Bench of Magistrates and shall have 
the powers conferred by the Code of Criminal Procedure , 1973 , on a Met 
ropolitan Magistrate or, as the case may be, a Judicial Magistrate of the 
first class.

5 . ( 1) Notwithstanding anything contained in the Code of Criminal 
Procedure , 1973 , the State Government may , by notification in the Official 
Gazette, constitute for any area specified in the notification , one or more 
Juvenile Courts for exercising the powers and discharging the duties con 
ferred or imposed on such Court in relation to delinquent juveniles 
under this Act. 

(2 ) A Juvenile Court shall consist of such number of Metropolitan 
Magistrates or Judicial Magistrates of the first class , as the case may be, 
forming a Bench as the State Government thinks fit to appoint, of whom 
one shall be designated as the PrincipalMagistrate ; and every such Bench 
shall have the powers conferred by the Code of Criminal Procedure , 1973, 
on a Metropolitan Magistrate or, as the case may be, a Judicial Magistrate 
of the first class. 

( 3 ) Every Juvenile Court shall be assisted by a panel of two honorary 
social workers possessing such qualifications as may be prescribed , of 
whom at least one shall be a woman , and such panel shall be appointed 
by the State Government.

6 . ( 1 ) In the event of any difference of opinion among the members 
of a Board or among the Magistrates of a Juvenile Court, the opinion of 
the majority shall prevail, but where there is no such majority , the 
opinion of the Chairman or of the Principal Magistrate, as the case may 
be , shall prevail. 

( 2 ) A Board or Juvenile Court may act notwithstanding the absence 
of any member of the Board or , as the case may be , any Magistrate of 
the Juvenile Court, and no order made by the Board or Juvenile Court 
shall be invalid by reason only of the absence of any member or Magis 
trate , as the case may be during any stage of the proceeding . 

( 3 ) No person shall be appointed as a member of the Board or as a 
Magistrate in the Juvenile Court unless he has , in the opinion of the State 
Government, special knowledge of child psychology and child welfare .

7 . (1) Where a Board or a Juvenile Court has been constituted for 
any area , such Board or Court shall, notwithstanding anything contained in 
any other law for the time being in force but save as otherwise expressly 
provided in this Act, have power to deal exclusively with all proceedings 
under this Act relating to neglected juveniles or delinquent juveniles , as 
the case may be : 

Provided that a Board or a Juvenile Court may , if it is of opinion 
that it is necessary so to do having regard to the circumstances of the 
case , transfer any proceedings to any Juvenile Court or Board , as the 
case may be : 

Provided further that where there is any difference of opinton between 
a Board and a Juvenile Court regarding the transfer of any proceedings 
under the first proviso , it shall be referred to the Chief Metropolitan 
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Magistrate or , as the case may be , the Chief Judicial Magistrate for deci 
sion , and in a case where the District Magistrate is functioning as a Board 
or a Juvenile Court, such difference of opinion shall be referred to the 
Court of Session , and the decision of the Chief Metropolitan Magistrate 
or Chief Judicial Magistrate or , as the case may be, the Court of Session 
on such reference shall be final. 

(2 ) Where no Board or Juvenile Court has been constituted for any 
area , the powers conferred on the Board or the Juvenile Court by or 
under this Act shall be exercised in that area , only by the following, 
namely : 

(a ) the District Magistrate ; or 
(b ) the Sub - Divisional Magistrate ; or 

( c) any Metropolitan Magistrate or Judicial Magistrate of the 
first class, as the case may be. 

(3 ) The powers conferred on the Board or Juvenile Court by or under 
this Act may also be exercised by the High Court and the Court of Session , 
when the proceeding comes before them in appeal, revision or otherwise . 


8. ( 1 ) When any Magistrate not empowered to exercise the powers of 
a Board or a Juvenile Court under this Act 18 of opinion that a person 
brought before him under any of the provisions of this Act (otherwise 
than for the purpose of giving evidence ) is a juvenile , he shall record such 
opinion and forward the juvenile and the record of the proceeding to the 
competent authority having jurisdiction over the proceeding .

( 2 ) The competent authority to which the proceeding is forwarded 
under sub -section (1) shall hold the inquiry as if the juvenile had original 
ly been brought before it. 

9 . (1 ) The State Government may establish and maintain as many 
juvenile homes as may be necessary for the reception of neglected 
juveniles under this Act.

(2 ) Where the State Government is of opinion that any institution 
other than a home established or maintained under sub - section ( 1 ) is fit 
for the reception of the neglected juveniles to be sent there under this 
Act, it may certify such institution as a juvenile home for the purposes 
of this Act . 

(3 ) Every juvenile home to which a neglected juvenile is sent under 
this Act shall not only provide the juvenile with accommodation , mainten . 
ance and facilities for education , vocational training and rehabilitation , but 
also provide him with facilities for the development of his character and 
abilities and give him necessary training for protecting himself against 
moral danger or exploitation and shall also perform such other functions 
as may be prescribed to ensure all round growth and development of his 
personality . 

(4 ) The State Government may , by rules made under this Act, pro 
vide for the management of juvenile homes , including the standards and 
the nature of services to be maintained by them and the circumstances 
linder which , and the manner in which , the certification of a juvenile 
home may be granted or withdrawn.

10 . (1) The State Government may establish and maintain as many 
special homes as may be necessary for the reception of delinquent 
juveniles under this Act . 

(2 ) Where the State Government is of opinion that any institution 
other than a home established or maintained under sub - section (1 ) , is fit 
for the reception of the delinquent juveniles to be sent there under this 
Act, it may certify such institution as a special home for the purposes 
of this Act . 


( 3) Every special home to which a delinquent juvenile is sent under 
this Act shall not only provide the juvenile with accommodation , main 
tenance and facilities for education , vocational training and rehabilitation , 
but also provide him with facilities for the development of his character 
and abilities and give him necessary training for his reformation and shall 
also perform such other functions as may be prescribed to ensure all round 
growth and development of his personality . 

(4 ) The State Government may , by rules made under this Act, pro 
vide for the management of special homes, including the standards and the 
nature of services to be maintained by them , and the circumstances under 
which , and the manner in which , the certification of a special home may 
be granted or withdrawn . 

(5 ) The rules made under sub -section (4 ) may also provide for the 
classification and separation of delinquent juveniles on the basis of age 
and nature of offences committed by them . 

11. (1 ) The State Government may establish and maintain as many 
observation homes as may be necessary for the temporary reception of 
juveniles during the pendency of any inquiry regarding them under this 
Act,

( 2 ) Where the State Government is of opinion that any institution 
other than a home established or maintained under sub - secton (1 ) , is fit 
for the temporary reception of juveniles during the pendency of any in 
quiry regarding them under this Act, it may recognise such institution as 
an observation home for the purposes of this Act . 

( 3 ) Every observation home to which a fuvenile is sent under this Aot 
shall not only provide the juvenile with accommodation , maintenance and 
facilities for medical examination and treatment, but also provide him 
with facilities for useful occupation . 

( 4 ) The State Government may, by rules made under this Act, provide 
for the management of observation homes, including the standards and the 
nature of services to be maintained by them , and the circumstances under 
which , and the manner in which , an institution mav he recognised as an 
observation home or the recognition may be withdrawn .

(c ) for the preparation or submission of a report by the proba 
tion officer in respect of each juvenile prior to his discharge from a 
juvenile home or special home, as the case may be , regarding the 
necessity and nature of after - care of such juvenile, the period of such 
after- care, supervision thereof and for the submission of a report by 
the probation officer on the progress of each such juvenile; 

(d ) for the standards and the nature of services to be maintained 
by such after - care organisations; 

(e ) for such other matters as may be necessary for the purpose 
of effectively carrying out the scheme of after -care programme of 
juveniles, 


CHAPTER III 


NEGLECTED JUVENILES 


13 . ( 1) If any police officer or any other person or organisation autho- 
rised by the State Government in this behalf, bly general or special order , 
is of opinion that a person is apparently a neglected juvenile , such police 
officer or other person or organisation may take charge of that person for 
bringing him before a Board .

( 2 ) When information is given to an officer- in - charge of a police station 
about any neglected juvenile found within the limits of such station , he 
shall enter in a book to be kept for the purpose the substance of such 
information and take such action thereon as he deems fit and if such 
oficer does not propose to take charge of the juvenile , he shall forward a 
copy of the entry made to the Board , 


( 3 ) Every juvenile taken charge of under sub -section ( 1) shall be 
brought before the Board without any loss of time but within a period of 
twenty - four hours of such charge taken excluding the time necessary for 
the journey from the place where the juvenile had been taken charge of 
to the Board . 


(4 ) Every juvenile taken charge of under sub -section (1) shall , unless 
he is kept with his parent or guardian , be sent to an observation home 
(but not to a police station or jail ) until he can be brought before ! 
Board . 


14 . ( 1) If a person , who in the opinion of the police officer or the 
authorised person or organisation is a neglected juvenile , has a parent or 
guardian who has the actual charge of, or control over, the juvenile, the 
police officer or the authorised person or the organisation may , instead of 
taking charge of the juvenile, make a report to the Board for initiating an 
Inquiry regarding that juvenile ,

(2 ) On receipt of a report under sub -section ( 1) , the Board may call 
upon the parent or guardian to produce the juvenile before it and to show 
cause why the juvenile should not be dealt with as a neglected juvenile 
under the provisions of this Act and if it appears to the Board that the 
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juvenile is likely to be removed from its jurisdiction or to be concealed , 
it may immediately order his removal ( if necessary by issuing a search 
warrant for the immediate production of the juvenile ) to an observation 
home or a place of safety .

. 15 . ( 1) When a person alleged to be a neglected juvenile is produced 
before a Board , it shall examine the police officer or the authorised person 
or the organisation who brought the juvenile or made the report and re 
cord the substance of such examination and hold the inquiry in the pres 
cribed manner and may make such orders in relation to the juvenile as it 
may deem fit . 


(2 ) Where a Board is satisfied an inquiry that a Juvenile is a neglected 
juvenile and that it is expedient so to deal with him , the Board may 
make an order directing the juvenile to be sent to a juvenile home for the 
period until he ceases to be a juvenile : 


Provided that the Board may , for reasons to be recorded , extend the 
period of such stay , but in no cabe the period of stay shall extend beyond 
the time when the juvenile attains the age of eighteen years, in the case 
of a boy , or twenty years, in the case of a girl: 


Provided further that the Board may , if it is satisfied that having 
regard to the circumstances of the case it is expedient go to do, for rea 
sons to be recorded , reduce the period of stay to such period as it thinks 
fit. 


(3 ) During the pendency of any inquiry regarding a juvenile , the 
Juvenile shall, unless he is kept with his parent or guardian , be sent to 
an observation home or a place of safety for such period as may be specifi 
ed in the order of the Board : 


Provided that no juvenile shall be kept with his parent or guardian if, 
in the opinion of the Board , such parent or guardian is unft or unable 
to exercise or does not exercise proper care and control over the juvenile,

16 . ( 1 ) If the Board so thinks fit, it may , instead of making an order 
under sub -section (2 ) of section 15 , for sending the juvenile to a juvenile 
home, make an order placing the juvenile under the care of a parent , 
guardian or other fit person , on such parent, guardian or fit person execut 
ing a bond with or without surety to be responsible for the good behaviour 
and well - being of the juvenile and for the observance of such conditions 
as the Board may think Alt to impose . 


(2 ) At the time of making an order under sub -section (1 ) or at any 
time subsequently , the Board may , in addition , make an order that the 
Juvenile be placed under supervision for any period not exceeding three 
years in the first instance . 

(3) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub -section (1) or sub 
section (2 ) , if at any time it appears to the Board , on receiving a report 
from the probation officer or otherwise , that there has been a breach of 
any of the conditions imposed by it in respect of the juvenile , it may , 
: after making such inquiry as it deems fit , order the juvenile to be sent 
to a juvenile home.

( 3) When such person is not released on bail under sub -section (1) 
by the Juvenile Court, it shall, instead of committing him to prison , make 
an order sending him to an observation home or a place of safety for 
such period during the pendency of the inquiry regarding him as may be 
specified in the order .

21. (1) Where a Juvenile Court is satisfied on inquiry that a juvenilo 
has committed an offence, then , notwithstanding anything to the contrary 
contained in any other law for the time being in force , the Juvenile 
Court may , if it so thinks fit , 

( a ) allow the juvenile to go home after advice or admonition ; 

(b ) direct the juvenile to be released on probation of good 
conduct and placed under the care of any parent, guardian or 
other fit person on such parent, guardian or other fit person executing 
a bond, with or without surety as that Court may require, for the 
good behaviour and well-being of the juvenile for any period not 
exceeding three years ; 

( c ) direct the juvenile to be released on probation of good 
conduct and placed under the care of any At institution for the good 
behaviour and well-being of the juvenile for any period not exceed 
ing three years ; 

(d ) make an order directing the juvenile to be sent to a special 
home, 

(i) in the case of a boy over fourteen years of age or of a 
girl over sixteen years of age , for a period of not less than three 
years ; 

( ii ) in the case of any other juvenile, for the period until he 
ceases to be a juvenile : 


Provided that the Juvenile Court may , if it is satisfied that having 
regard to the nature of the offence and the circumstances of the case 
it is expedient so to do, for reasons to be recorded , reduce the period 
of stay to such period as it thinks fit : 


Provided further that the Juvenile Court may , for reasons to be 
recorded , extend the period of such stay , but in no case the period of 
stay shall extend beyond the time when the juvenile attains the age 
of eighteen years, in the case of a boy , or twenty years , in the case of 
a girl; 

(e ) order the juvenile to pay a fine if he is over fourteen years 
of age and earns money . 


(2 ) Where an order under clause (b ) , clause (c ) or clause (e ) of 
sub- section ( 1) is made , the Juvenile Court may , if it is of opinion that 
in the interests of the juvenile and of the public it is expedient so to do 
In addition make an order that the delinquent juvenile shall remain 
under the supervision of a probation officer named in the order during 
such period , not exceeding three years, as may be specified therein , and 
may in such supervision order impose such conditions as it deems neces . 
sary for the due supervision of the delinquent juvenile : 


Provided that if at any time afterwards it appears to the Juvenile 
Court on receiving a report from the probation officer or otherwise , that 
the delinquent juvenile has not been of good behaviour during the period 
of supervision or that the fit institution under whose care the juvenile 
was placed is no longer able or willing to ensure the good behaviour and 
well - being of the juvenile it may , after making such inquiry as it deems 
fit, order the delinquent juvenile to be sent to a special home, 
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(3 ) The Juvenile Court making a supervision order under sub - section 
( 2 ) , shall explain to the juvenile and the parent, guardian or other ft 
person or fit institution , as the case may be , under whose care the 
juvenile has been placed , the terms and conditions of the order and shall 
forthwith furnish one copy of the supervision order to the juvenile, the 
parent, guardian or other fit person or fit institution , as the case may be , 
the gureties, if any , and the probation officer, 

( 4 ) In determining the special home, or any person or institution to 
whose custody a juvenile is to be committed or entrusted under this Act, 
the Court shall pay due regard to the religious denomination of the 
juvenile to ensure that religious instruction contrary to the religious 
persuasion of the juvenile is not imparted to him .

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


A review of the working of the existing Children Acts would indi 
cate that much greater attention is required to be given to children who 
may be found in situations of social maladjustment, delinquency or 
neglect. The justice system as available for adults is not considered 
suitable for being applied to juveniles. It is also necessary that a uni 
form juvenile Justice system should be available throughout the country 
which should make adequate provision for dealing with all aspects in the 
changing social, cultural and economic situation in the country . There 
is also need for larger involvement of informal systems and community 
based welfare agencies in the care, protection , treatment, development 
and rehabilitation of such juveniles . 


2 . In this context, the proposed legislation aims at achieving the fol 
lowing objectives : 


( i) to lay down a uniform legal framework for juvenile justice 
in the country so as to ensure that no child under any circumstances 
is lodged in jail or police lock - up . This is being ensured by estab 
lishing Juvenile Welfare Boards and Juvenile Courts ; 


( ii ) to provide for a specialised approach towards the preven 
tion and treatment of juvenile delinquency in its full range in keep 
ing with the developmental needs of the child found in any situation 
of social maladjustment ; 


(111 ) to spell out the machinery and infrastructure required for 
the care , protection , treatment, development and rehabilitation of 
various categories of children coming within the purview of the 
juvenile justice system . This is proposed to be achieved by estab 
lishing observation homes, juvenile homes for neglected juveniles 
and spcial homes for delinquent juveniles; 


(iv ) to establish norms and standards for the administration of 
juvenile justice in terms of investigation and prosecution , adjudica . 
tion and disposįtion , and care , treatment and rehabilitation ; 


(v ) to develop appropriate linkages and co - ordination between 
the formal system of juvenile justice and voluntary agencies engag 
ed in the welfare of neglected or socially maladjusted children and 
to specifically define the areas of their responsibilities and roles; 


(vi) to constitute special offences in relation to Juveniles 
provide for punishments therefor ; 


and 


( vü ) to bring the operation of the juvenile justice system in the 
country in conformity with the United Nations Standard Minimum 
Rule for the Administration of Juvenile Justice . 
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3 . As its various provisions come into force in different parts of the 
country they would replace the corresponding laws on the subject such 
as the Children Act, 1960 and other State enactments on the subject .

PRESIDENT S RECOMMENDATION UNDER ARTICLE 117 OF THE 

CONSTITUTION OF INDIA

The President, having been informed of the subject matter of the 
proposed Bill, namely the Juvenile Justice Bill , 1986 , recommends to 
Lok Sabha the consideration of the Bill under article 117( 3 ) of the Cons 
titution of India . 
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Notes on clauses 


Clause 2 .-- This clause defines the various expressions used in the Bili , 
Sub -clause (d ) of this clause defines " juvenile" as to mean a boy who has 
not attained the age of sixteen years or a girl who has not attained the 
age of eighteen years. Most of the definitions of the expressions used in 
the Bill are based on the definitions in the Children Act , 1960 . Sub 
clause (h ) defines the words " narcotic drug " and " psychotropic sub 
stance " . These words shall have the meanings respectively assigned to 
thern in the Narcotic Drugs and Psychotropic Substances Act, 1985 , 


Clause 3. — This clause provides for the continuation of inquiry in res 
pect of a juvenile , who has ceased to be a juvenile , 


Clauses 4 to 12,-- These clauses provide for the constitution of Juvenile 
Welfare Boards ( clause 4 ) ; Juvenile Courts ( clause 5 ) ; juvenile homes 
( clnuse 9 ) ; special homes ( clause 10 ); observation homes ( clause 11 ) 
and after-care organisations ( clause 12 ). Clause 6 provides for the pro 
cedure in relation to powers of Juvenile Courts. Clause 7 specifies the 
powers of the Boards and Juvenile Courts. Clause 8 prescribes the pro 
cedure to be followed by a Magistrate not empowered under the pro 
posed legislation . 


Clauses 13 to 17 — These clauses provide for the production of neglect 
ed juveniles before Boards ( clause 13 ) , special procedure to be followed 
when neglected juvenile has parents (clause 14 ) , inquiry of Board re 
garding neglected juvenile ( clause 15 ) and power to commit neglected 
juvenile to suitable custody (clause 16 ) . Clause 17 deals with uncon . 
trollable juveniles. 


Clauses 18 to 26 .-— These clauses deal with delinquent juveniles 10 
matters relating to their bail and custody , information as to their arrest 
to parent or guardian or probation officer ; orders that may or may not 
be passed against them . Clause 26 provides special provisions in rcs 
pect of pending cases in any Court, etc. 


Clauses 27 to 40. — These clauses provide for the procedure to be 
followed by the Boards and Juvenile Courts in disposing of cases relat 
ing to juveniles. Clause 36 prohibits the publication of name, address 
or school of any juvenile involved in any proceedings. Clause 37 makes 
provision for appeal against the order made by a competent authority . 
Clause 38 empowers the High Court to revise the orders which any com 
petent authority or Court of Session has passed . It further provides 
tha ! the High Court shall not pass an order which is prejudicial to any 
person without giving him a reasonable opportunity of being heard . 
Clause 39 provides for the procedure to be followed in inquiries, appeals 
and revision proceedings. Claus 40 empowers the competent authority 
to amend orders , etc . 
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Clauses 41 to 45 . - Clause 41 provides for punishment for cruelty to 
juvenile by persons having actual charge or control, Clause 42 provides 
punishment to persons who employ juvenile for begging . Clause 43 
prescribes penalty for giving intoxicating liquor or narcotic drugs or 
psychotropic substances to a juvenile . Clause 44 provides punishment 
for a person who employs a juvenile for the purpose of exploitation and 
withholds the earnings of the juvenile. Clause 45 provides that in 
cases where an act or omission constitutes an offence punishlable under 
this law and also in any other Act for the time being in force, then in 
that case the punishment which is greater in degree under this law or 
under the other Act , shall be awarded to the offender . 


Clauses 46 to 48.- - These clauses empower the State Government 
to order discharge and transfer of juveniles from one juvenile home 
to another , etc . 

Clause 49.-- This clause empowers the State Government to release 
the juvenile from the juvenile home or special home and grant him a 
written licence permitting him to live with or under the supervision of 
any responsible person named in the licence , who is willing to receive 
such juvenile . 

Clause 50. — This clause makes the provision in respect of juvenile 
who have escaped from the special home or juvenile home or from the 
care of a person under whom he was placed . 

Clause 51,-- This clause empowers the competent authority to make 
an order requiring the parent or other person liable to maintain the 
juvenile to contribute to his maintenance , 


Clause 52 . - This clause authorises the State Government to create 
a Fund under such name as it thinks fit for the welfare and rehabilita 
tion of juveniles dealt with under the proposed law . 

Clause 53. — This clause empowers the State Government to consti 
tute an Advisory Board to advise the State Government on the matters 
relating to the establishment and maintenance of homes , mobilisation 
of resources, provision of facilities for education , training and rehabili 
tation of neglected and delinquent juveniles, etc. 

Clause 54 . — Under this clause the State Government is authorised 
to nominate not more than three non -officials to be the Visitors for each 
of the homes established under the proposed law and the Visitor is 
required to submit a periodical report of his visit to the home to the 
State Government. 

Clause 55 .- This clause provides for control of the custodian over 
juveniles . 


Clause 56 .- This clausę makes a provision for delinquent juvenile 
undergoing sentence on the date of the commencement of this law . 

Clause 57. - This clause empowers the State Government to appoint 
officers , etc., for carrying out the purposes of this law . 

Clause 58 .-- This clause declares the officers appointed under the 
provisions of this law to be public servants within the meaning of sec 
tion 21 of the Tadian Penal Code. 
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Clause 59.- -- This clause makes the provision of Chapter XXXII of 
the Code of Criminal Procedure , 1973 applicable to bonds taken under 
this law .

Clause 60.--- This clause empowers the State Government to delegate 
its powers . 


Clause 61.- - This clause provides for protection of acts of the officers 
appointed under this law . 


Clause 62. — This clause deals with the powers of the State Govern 
went to make rules .

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FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 


The proposed legislation aims at bringing about a basic uniformity in 
the implementation of the various legislative provisions and in bringing 
about a qualitative improvement in the functioning of institutions set up 
under the Children Act, 1960 and analogous laws enacted by the State 
Governments . Thus, this legislation would be implemented largely by 
the States and similarly in respect of Union Territories the existing infra 
structure available under the Children Act , 1960 as amended in 1973 
passed by Parliament would be reorganised and utilised . The emphasis 
would be shifted from institutional care to bringing in family and the 
community in the task of care , protection , treatment, development and 
rehabilitation of neglected and delinquent children , 


Expenditure incurred on this by the States will be met out of their 
respective Consolidated Funds. Expenditure incurred on this by Union 
territories will be met out of Consolidated Fund of India and it is expect 
ed to be of the same order as at present of about Rs. 1.00 crore 30 lakhs 
of recurring nature and 15 lakhs of non -recurring nature for the Children 
Act, 1960 which will be replaced by this law . 
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MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED LEGISLATION 


Clause 62 of the Bill empowers the State Government to make rules 
to carry out the purposes of the Bill when enacted . Sub - clause (2 ) of 
that clause enumerates the various matters in respect of which rules may 
be made. These matters relate , among others , to the procedure to be 
followed by a competent authority in holding sittings , inquiries and mode 
of dealing with juveniles suffering from dangerous diseases or mental 
complaints, certification and recognition of institutions as special homes , 
juvenile homes, observation homes , after - care homes and inspection of 
various institutions set up or recognised under this Act, the recruitment, 
training , qualifications and duties of probation officers and other persons 
appointed to carry out the purposes of this Act, the manner in which a 
juvenile may be sent outside the juristliction of a Court, the conditions 
under which a juvenile may be placed out on licence and the form and 
conditions subject to which juveniles may be placed under the care of 
parents, guardian or any other person , as well as the obligation of such 
person towards the juveniles, the manner in which and the purposes for 
which , the Fund is to be administered . 


2 . The matters in respect of which rules may be made are matters of 
procedure or detail. The delegation of legislative power is , thus , of a
